OST bridge players think of 
the squeeze play as a 
method: of developing a. trick 
that “Isn't there.”, In today's 
hand, however, we sce the 
squeeze used to avoid a losing 


fnesse.

There were overriding reasons 
why a company chose to remain 
domicited in London — their 
nearness to the financial and 
commerelal institutions in the 
City, for example.
